The closest prior art of record (US 6,540,791 Bl) teaches a bleaching composition 
comprising a large number of bleaching ingredients. However, the transitional phrase "consisting 
of excludes any element, or ingredient not specified in the claims. Accordingly the claimed 
subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of 
oxidative treatment formulation.
